Last week we wro te abo u t the u pco ming Co lleg e Bo ard 
Tests, and warned co lleg e-bo u nd stu dents that qu icky 
co u rses, cramming , v o cabu lary drills, and wo rkbo o ks are

waste o f time and energ y , fo r they wo u ld no t help to raise 
S.A.T. test sco res.

So me teenag ers, reading that a so lid scho o l reco rd was 
the o nly g uarantee o f a g o o d S.A.T. sco re, may hav e beg un 
to dispair, wo ndering if there was no thing that wo uld help 
in the nex t few weeks. The answer is that no thing will raise 
y o ur g rade no w bey o nd y o ur po tential— if y o u are a lo w- 
av erag e student, y o u will v ery pro bably make a lo w-av erag e 
sco re. But y o u can do a lo t to keep y o ur g rade fro m being 
lo wer than it has to be. 
While it is to o late to beg in an o rderly , tho ro ug h rev iew, 
be sure y o u are familiar with math fo rmulas and tables, and 
any science fo rmulas. 
Yo u r scho o l has pro bably su pplied y o u with material 
co ncerning the tests, particu larly the Bu lletin o f Info rma­ 
tio n. If there is any thing in this material y o u do n’t u nder­ 
stand, o r if y o u hav e tro u ble with the sample qu estio ns, dis­ 
cu ss it with y o u r teacher, with 
a stu dent who u nderstands 
it— o r with a co lleg e stu dent who ’s been thro u g h the who le 
thing . 
If y o u hav e no t receiv ed material co ncerning the tests at 
scho o l, ask y o ur teacher o r co unselo r fo r it. Or, if y o u’d 
rather, y o u can send away fo r it y o urself. Write to : Co lleg e

all ou r cou ntry ’s wars. 
Veterans Day is an ap p rop riate day for a disp lay of 
th e p u blic consciou sness of th e p art American soldiers 
h av e p lay ed in k eep ing th e cou ntry free and indep endent. 


Ro ugh Ro ad fo r Nix o n 


If for noth ing else, h istory will rem em ber Rich ard 
M. Nix on as th e man wh o, in 1960, missed becoming 
p resident of th e United States by th e m erest h airs- 
breadth in th e p op u lar v ote and wh o, eigh t y ears later, 
won th e p rize by almost th e smallest p ossible margin 
in th e electoral v ote. 
President-elect Nix on now, of cou rse, h as been giv en 
fou r y ears in wh ich to giv e h istory mu ch more reason 
th an th is to remember h im. He h as not, h owev er, by 
any means been giv en a blank ch eck or any th ing re­ 
motely ap p roach ing a mandate. 
Th e closeness of both th e p op u lar and electoral v ote 
in 1968 demonstrates th at America is not disench anted 
with its romance with liberalism. Th e “swing to th e 
righ t” wh ich all observ ers th ou gh t th ey detected at th e 
beginning of th e camp aign nev er dev elop ed momentu m 
mu ch p ast dead center. Ev en th ou gh adding th e nine 
million v otes for George Wallace to th ose for Nix on 
sh ows a clear majority of Americans wh o want a ch ange 
in th e cou ntry ’s top leadersh ip , th e p residential v ote is 
still too ev enly div ided between Rep u blican “righ t” and 
Demdcratic “left” to warrant any fu ndamental reap ­ 
p raisal and startling redirection of national p olicies. 
Th e ou tcome of th e congressional elections is fu rth er 
p roof th at Americans are far from rep u diating th e p ast 
eigh t y ears. 
Th ou gh th e Rep u blicans gained in both 
h ou ses, th ey gained v ery sligh tly . 
Nix on will th u s be not only a minority p resident, h e 
will be a p resident wh o mu st work with a Congress con­ 
trolled by th e opposition p arty . Neith er circu mstance 
is u niq u e in American h istory . 
Political scientists will be analy zing th e amazing 
ev ents of 1968 for y ears to come, search ing ou t and weigh ­ 
ing th e mu ltitu de of elu siv e factors wh ich combined to 
p rodu ce th is narrow Rep u blican v ictory —crime, racial 
u nrest, inflation, th e Vietnam war, th e rev olt of th e wh ite 
Sou th , th e rev olt of th e y ou ng—y ou name it. 
Bu t one factor wh ich cannot p erh ap s be fu lly analy zed 
bu t wh ich cannot be ignored is th at th e famed credibility 
gap th at came to a h ead in th e final y ear of th e Joh n­ 
son administration. 
Distru st of President Joh nson may or may not h av e 
made it p ossible for Rich ard Nix on to win th e p residency , 
bu t Nix on’s own credibility gap of long standing, em­ 
p h asized by h is loftiness abov e th e issu es du ring th e 
camp aign and h is p lay ing of th e cards ex cessiv ely close 
to h is ch est, v ery nearly lost it for h im. 
Th is v agu e wariness of th e American people toward 
Nix on, th eir reserv ations abou t ju st wh at k ind of man 
h e is, wh at h e believ es in and wh ere h e intends to lead 
th em, p lu s th eir wav ering faith in th is cou ntry ’s p oliti­ 
cal p rocesses and p oliticians, are th ings Nix on mu st first 
of all ov ercome if h e is ev en to begin solv ing th e grav e 
national and international p roblems h e will face in th e 
nex t fou r tu rbu lent y ears.
